tliis can be surmounted. 
The idea was suggested by the con­ 
dition which exists 
in 
St. Joseph, 
where a large number of women and 
girl tollers over lo years of ago arc* 
needed by garment and candy factor­ 
ies. 
Tin* inability to secure female 
help there lias caused employers to 
put men and boys over IG years to 
work in some of the places, but the 
tasks as a rule of such a nature 
that only deft, nimble hands can per­ 
form them well. 
For 
this reason 
women and girls are needed. 
Information furnished the St. Jo­ 
seph Slate Free Employment Bureau. 
is that garment factories of tnat city 
can give 300 women and girls work, 
and the candy factories ran take care 
of 150 more. 
The places are there, 
they say. 
In th<* garment factories til"* work 
consists of sewing on overalls, jack­ 
ets, shirts, pants 
and 
coat. 
It is 
stated that the wages run from $G to 
$14 a week, according to experience 
and ability. 
Most of it is piece work. 
Beginners are paid $4.50, with 
in­ 
creased earnings 
as 
they become 
skilled. 
The women and girls needed by the

Tie* wages paid run 
from $2o to $30 a month. 
The do­ 
mestics work in shifts and get one 
entire day a week 
for 
themselves. 
Three 
m e a l s are 
furnished. 
Some 
sleep at home if they have a home. 
One shift commences work at G a. rn. 
and continues it until 2 p. rn., when 
the second shift reports for work. 
A 
housekeeper is the head of the do­ 
mestic service, settles all grievances, 
se es that the work is properly dom 
and that all help is given the privi­ 
leges which the system allows. In the 
eight hours of recreation there is 
plenty of time for moving pictures, 
reading,, sewing, and for courtship. 
Iii case of sickness the family doctor 
is called in to administer and the 
head of the household pays the bill. 
The 
hours 
of 
tile shifts alternate 
every week or two to give all equal 
privileges. 
Commissioner 
Fitzpatrick has in 
structed the superintendent of the St. 
Louis and Kansas City Employment 
Bureaus to give publicity to tile need 
of women workers by tho garment 
and candy factories of St. Joseph. At 
present there are no arrangements 
for transportation, but all applicants 
for the positions which are open are 
being told to write to Superintendent 
Hamler, of that city, for full instruc- 
ions.

One 
of 
the 
worst 
drouths 
for 
| many years has been broken by gen­ 
eral rains that have fallen during the 
month. 
However, more rain especial­ 
ly in a few of the northwestern coun­ 
ties, is still needed, but in this sec­ 
tion the drouth was not as severe as 
in other parts of the state. 
The rain­ 
fall at Columbia, since September I, 
has been 3.GS inches. 
The highest 
temperature recorded here was 103 
degrees on the 4th. 
The lowest was 
27 on the morning of tin* 22nd when 
light frost was reported in low’ places. 
Since the rains a general spirit of 
optimism prevails as 
is shown by 
such statements as 
the 
following 
from farmers: 
“Everybody full of j respondents 
reporting 
vim and lo o k in g for a bumper crop I water 
for live stock. 
in 1914.” ‘‘This has been one of the I 
______________ 
hardest years I have have ever seen 
hut we will live over it and do bettter 
next year.” 
Corn—The condition of corn is 52 
for the stat** as compared wit th 41.8 
on September I, but the- improve­ 
ment comes too late to materially in­ 
fluence the final yield. 
One year ago 
corn condition was 
8G.4. 
Present 
condition, by sections, snows: North- I 
east, 53; northwest, 55; central, 52; J 
southwest, 43; 
southeast, 57, 
The* 
quality of corn is poor, being but G2 
and this is being further lowered by 
cool, rainy and cloudy weather. There 
is much complaint of corn and fodder 
sjjoiling in the 
shock, 
especially 
W’here cut early. 
It is estimated that 
92 per cent of the crop is now safe 
from frost. 
A preliminary estimate 
as to yield places it at 
17.5 bushels 
for the state; with sectional yields as 
follows: 
Northeast, 18.G bushels p e r 
acre; nor!Invest, 
20; 
central. 18; j 
southwest, 10.9; southeast, 19.9. 
On 
an estimated acreage 
of 
7,GIG,OOO 
acres this would indicate a probable 
yield 
of approximately 
133,000,000 
bushels. 
In the dry’ year of 1901, the 
average state yield was 9.9 bushels 
and tho total 
production 
was 25.3 
bushels and the total production 191,- 
334,000. 
While a few fields will this 
year make yields of from GO to 70 
bushels, they are generally on bot­ 
tom farms. 
Only thirty-one crop cor­ 
respondents report any corn for sale 
and shipment from their territory. 
Where there is a surplus, it will gen­ 
erally lie consumed in the same coun­ 
ty. The estimated farm price at which 
corn is expected to start is 73 cents 
per bushel. 
The highest, price quoted 
is in the southwest—78 cents and the 
lowest, GG, in the northwest. 
It is 
estimated thaf GO per cent of the corn 
crop of the state was cut aud shocked 
or placed in silos. 
Wheat—September rains have put 
wheat ground in fine condition, and 
breaking—so long delayed—has gone 
forward rapidly, while the final pre­

bird­ 
man, was killed at Boulogne. 
In De­ 
cember A. Fernandez, a Spanish avia­ 
tor, was added to tho list, his death 
being caused by the explosion of his 
motor while in flight. 
The year of 39in witnessed a great 
ii,crease in the number of aviators, 
and a consequent increase in acci­ 
dents.
